tung tongs and t/ho has no soldiers nor supplies, serves as liaison be- 
tween the pirate chiefs *nd the MUD, and his ti tle enables him to obtain 
some cooperation from the Chinese Rationalist Ravy* 

4* HJ Ssir-tr.Vfca ($£ ^ p )***, one of LI 6 s denuty commanders, is responsible 

for the 8 District* or Chungshan (113-36* 22-22) hsien. which consists of 
20,000 acres of rice paddies in one of the most complicated river junctions 
near the Boca Tigris* W commands 800 men armed with 25 mm guns* 150 ma- 
chine guns, 30 maxims, Csech light machine guns and email arms such as 
carbines, 30-30^8, *3O~06 fl s, etc* LU badly needs a very fast rootor boat 
in order to carry out his main task of capturing motor junks which are 
running the Pearl River blockade to suooly the Chinese Communists with kero- 
sene, oil, gas and chemical supplies* UJ uses oroceeds from sales of 
captured cargoes to feed his men, buy ammunition and hire fast boats* LU 
and LI, who are hiring a fast (40 knots) ex-British MTB boat for Hong Kong 
(HK) $15,000 a trip, wish to buy 4 very fast (30-45) (knots) boats — steel 
hull, gasoline or diesel engines, shallow draft — for US $4,000 each* They 
plan to equip each boat with two 25 mm or 20 mm guns on the bow, two * $0 guns 
in the stern, 2 bazookas and 2 flame-throwers.
